Intoresting Discussions in the Episcopal Con-
vantion,

FEducational Mattors Debnted—The Prayoer
Book Altoratioms, \

PrItADRLPNIA, Oct, 22— To-dny's somion
of the genernl convontion of the Protestant
Fplscopal church wan opened with morning |
prayer by oy, Danlol Houshinwe, 8, T, D, of
Rhode Taland, and Rev, B ¥, Sweot, of 1l

fo know when thers will bo an end to the
matter, In our poor diodeses, maid the judye,
it I8 me mueh se the people can do fo oy n
prayer book, without having continual new
aditionm of the book brought forward,

Rev. Dir, Lewin, of Maryland, eald it was
mtlior o delionte matter to speak of the abil-
ity of blshops, but it Is universally concedeod
that the h[:hnp of Uannectieut, the ehale-
mnn of the eommittes, stands foremost in
Tonraing. It is skod to change the prayer
hook which the chureh has teiod for 100 yonrs,
Bolomon tells us to keop wway from thoss
who are given to ehange; 1L 18 not & cownrdly
consorvatinm,  As faras boe wan condernsd ho
how mot with many good changos. Tho most
importaat chaiges sre still to come befora
the convantion, such as the communion
office, nnd we aro to take thom on trust, He
did nob wish Lo say when he returned to his

nols, The benediction wan pr need by
the Right Rev. Bishop Lyman, of North
Carolinn,  The house of deputios was enlled
to order by Rov, Dr. Deardsloy. '

Judge Wildor, of Minnosots, from the oom-
mittee on amenidmaents to the constitution, to
whom had been reforred the question of the
right of u bighop of a mislonary jurisdiction
to become (he bishop of # new dlocess eroctad
out of his jurisdiction, reported, recommenid-
ing that to necomplish that ond it wonld be
oxpediont to mmwond srtiole 4 of the constitu-
tion. It wan placed on the ealendar.

e, Chapln, of wostern Michlgan, from the
joint committes on education, proseuted a
roport which stated that the wumboer of
schools for both sexes should be incrensed.

A resolution in the report was to the elfeol
that tho fonst for the conversion of St Paul
or some other day bo set apart s day of
speainl interoession for schools and collugos,

HRov, Dy, Anstice, oneof the secrotaries, said
that the house hud alrondy coneurred with
the house of bishops in s“tbing npart for Lhat
pur the second Sunday after Epiphany.

The roport wins plaved on the ealondur,

The roport of the commities on canons
recommending to diocesan conventions the
importance ol reauiriug that noune bnt eom-
munioants shnll bo chureh wardens, and that
vostrymon shall oonfori to the diseipline of
this chureh was then takon up,

Mr. Fisher, of westorn Now York, said this
was o matter of grent intorest to the church,
These matters should bo intrusted to thoso
whoso hearts are in them. The ehurch knows
by snd experience what it is to have intrusied
other intorests than thoss of the church., Ib
i8 & legul question na to whoether it is compe-
tont for the general convention to ennct this
rulo by » goneral canon,  The effect of incor-
poration of & clhivreh is this: That it I8 oo ws.
slstanco to the chureh in carrying on its work,
Ho had examined the laws of savontesn statos
of the union, irom Maine to California, from
Minnesota to Loulsians, and in not one of
thom is there & word or suggestion of an filen
that it is necossary for tho state to fix any
qualifieation on chureh oflicers, 1t devolves
on the church to dotermine what this qualifi-
eation shall be, o moved that the eanon bo
amendod so as to road that all wardensshall bo
communicants nnd that nll vestry mon shall
subseribe In writing & promise to conform to
the doetrine, diselpline, snd worship of tho
Protestant Eplseopal ehureh,

Mr. Nelson, of Alabuma, moved to lay the
amendment on the table.  Not agreod to.

Mr. MceCounell, of Loulsinnm, raised the
polut that the constitutionality of the pro-
posed notlon bolongs to each divcese,

The amendument of Mr, Fisher was
agreed to.

+  Mr, Fisher moved that the report be
recommitted,

Rev, Dr. Harrison, of Albuny, said the
comuittes hil no doubt as to the expedioney
of a canon on the subjeet, but they doubted
whether [t was competont far the convention
to rogulate the corporations of tho different
statos by canon.

The resolution in the report of the commit-
teo wus adopled,

A resplution providing for the holding of
ovening sessions was ndopted by a vote of 101
Yuons to 44 nays,

Rosolution No, 14 of tho committeo on
canong, relating to amonding title 1 of oanon
10 “of ministors ordained for foreign coun-
triew” was thon considered and adoptd.

Report No, 1 of the committes on education,
on tho resolution of Rev. Mr HMaskins, of
Quinoy, mlalinr to tho establishment of o
schiool board with & capital of £100,000,000,
was takon up.  The committes had reported
adversely, Tho report was ndopted.

The ordor of tho day wus tuleen up, viz,
the consideration of the resolutions offered by
Rov. Dr. Huntington, of Massuchusetts, as
follows:

Judge Sheffey, of Virginia, offered the fols
lowing ns in amendment,

Judge Shoffoy, of Vieginis, Said that the
Jolut committss of twenty-one was a vary
compelent ono  They thought thelr report
was i parfoct oue. Yet the convention wus
not of the samo opinion, s ffow twenty-clght
to thirty modifientions had been made in four
resolutions. With regard to the other twonty-

di thit ho had come biek just ns ho was
sout. The term “old fopy " wns by no
monns ono of reproach : It meant an ofd
soldior who had fought bravely and dosorved
hin country's honor,

Mr, J. J, Pringlo 8mith, of South Caroling,
objected to making alteration in the constitu-
tlon to suit o }\nrtlculnr enso, He trastod that
Judgo Wilder's substitute would not bo pe-
copted, ns it proposes, s hie undemtood, to
mike the action fioal as to certaln parts of
the report,

Judgs Wililer explained that his object was
1o send these propositions dowi to the differ-
ont diocosin conventions,

Rov. . MaVickar, of Ponnsyleanin, said
it was no momentary work ; for yonrs the
churel has beon engaged in the work. The
convontion has made up its mind that the
prayer book must be enriched and made flox-
ible. It is only a quostion of time. The
tioceses will be disgusted at thoe time wasted
In tho work which has not come to mn

end. Mo wis in favor of noting upon what
had  como  befora the eonvention, and
then at the noxt convention they ean

tako furthor notion., IHe submitted that the
amendmonts must ho feagmontary If any ro-
turn 18 made to the pressing ery of the
ehureh. Lot us keep oursnbject on the opor-
ating tublo and talk over It, and talk over it
until the mother shall say what will bocomes
ol my poor child,

Rev. Dr. Hall, of Long Island, sald it
seomed to him that with ono or two conalder-
atlond the committeo had a comploted book.
He was proparod to vote for the book asn
whaole, e article of the constitution might
a8 woll e blottod ont as to aceept the propost-
tion of tho gentlemun from Virginin, It says
tho prayer book ehall ba vsed, and can be
altered only in ono way. Thore is no wuch
thing as tontative nso of the prayer book.

Pending the discussion, the convention

The Immenne Areay of Wanhing Machines,
Egg Beaters, Mat Traps, &v,

Fashions do not' change so ensily as mosk
peoplo suppose.  The fashion for tombstones,
for iostance, has boeen muoh the samo for
muny yoirs, you it appears from models in
the patent affice that various sttemply have
beon mmdo by ontorprising gentlomen to
ehange the form and style of these gruesomo
remindors of mortality, Monuments sro
still mndo of marble and geanite, although
an inventor patented & hollow glass column,

fillod  with  white powder. Anobther
mun  devised w glass  pyramid o
bo placed on o stone padostal, the

pyramid to bo filled with artificial flowors.
Sevornl poople have made plans for prosery.
iug the picture of the occupant of the grave
in n consplenovs place upon the tombstone,
In 1531 tha londing style of picturo was n
rlmunrra{:‘l’r‘n Thors {8 ano of thein fastoned
1o the model of & tombstone which was pnt-
onted thut yeur, I8 (8 probably the * goun-

taste of tho Inventor appears in the names
shoson,  One tomb bears the name of “John
Smith,"” and hurts nobody’s sensitive foslings,
but upon othars the irroverent inventors have
ut  “Georgo Washington” and “Abraham
Jdncoln)' The quoerest modol in thoe eols
loction is labeled, “lmprovement in grave
mounds,” 1t wan patented in 1865, snd ap-
pears Lo be & pyramid of little yellow cones.
There in nothing to show what the little cones
oro to be made of, or why thoy are an im-
provement uH_on ordinary earth and turf,
strong etfort bas also boen made to change
the fushion of opening oysters. Thore are
numorons models of muachines for that pur-
e. Oneof them nppoars to havo s vise to
old the oyster while s poworful battering
ram comes up from behind and hits him una-
wares, It s understood thatafter the batter-
ing ram hits him once thefoyster wall give up
and let go of himslf. Several of the models
are called muchines for “shucking' oyaters.
One of them sooms to bo nothing but s big
iron hook. In spite of nll these excellent ar-

It was patonted In
1850, Several  of tho  trapa  consint
of inoffensive looking eylinders, out of which
sprung harpoons, |barbed hooks, spears, and
other deadly {mplemonts to pierce tho animal
when ho nocommodatingly touches the trig-
ger. Thore is one fly trap, of tho size and
genernl appearance of a corn shollor, Tt s

robably intonded to bo run by horso power.
Iho farmer is remombored by small spoars
coneepled in the hilts of freshily planted eorn.
When tho erow comes the springing spoar flivs
upward and impales him,

Theroe aro no shapes into which wire ean bo
twisted which aro not to bo seon in the mod-
ols for spring beds, Tho first one was patented
by . W. Curtls, of New Haven, forty-one
yoara ago. It consists simply of thin and
noacrow strips of motnl running lengthwise
and cromswiso of the bod, nnd riveted at the
intersections. For a fow yonrs thoreafter the
rage soomed to bo for canvas substruciuros
for hedsteads, then eamo the wire, and tho
wond atrips.  Somo bod frames were composed
Inrgely of rubber, nnd thess must have boen
delightfally elsstio. Humnnity went through
s long course of exporiments, howover, boforn
it found tho eusicat way to rest  its
wenry boues, and the Sybarite who
bitterly complained bocause ono of the rose
lewves which composed his bed hud bocome
erumplod, would have found some of the con-
trivances invented for his comfort quite un-
bearablo, Thoe oldest model for o bodstand is
dated Juns 11, 1520, It was patented by
Rogers und Poarson, Only one post aud one
sido bur appoar in the model, and the inven-
tion must have been cithor of o new way of
putting thom togothor, or of n reversible post
whioh would staud upon cither end with
equal easo,

Interesting Lecture of Rev, Geo, Kramor,
of Urooklyn, ut the Comgregationnl
Church,

A lnrge and attentive audienco nssombled
In Congregutional church lasy evening Lo
listen to tho lecture of Kov, Goorge Krumor,
of Brooklyn, on "Eloention and Eloquenee,”
“It 15 art and not strongth which gains the

prize,'" ho said. ‘:ll is better to bo swift than
to bo strong.  With the imagiostion thero
must bo taste.  Eloquones §s un art, aod to

acquire it hard study 8 Just a8 neocs-
sary o8 it 18 in music or any other
art.  Thero has bean o revival in olo-

cution, although some persons say it begols
manneristng. The ideal elocutionist, however,
never permity manoerisos or anything vlss to
interfero with his themo or subjoct, In the
truo clocutionist there is no embarrassment
in hinart. 1t bocomes o hubit; that is, a sece
ond nature. Tho lecturer then eited expme«
ples froin many celebrated alooutionists
in dlfferent parts of the world as
showing thet oloontion ww  only  se-
quired after yonrs of indefutigable Inbior
wnd  study, Domosthenes  and  George
Whitefield wore oited ws cminent orglors
who were at firat comploto failures us spéak-
ers, but eventunlly became world ronowned,
Several aucodotos were related showing how
public speakers hoodwinked their sudicnoes
to guin tine by passing off absurdities upan
them. The Inwyer und prencher must forget
himsell in pleading his clionts cause or pros
mulgating the religion of Jesus Chriak.  [lo-
quence I an awfal power when used In the
cause of right, justice, merey, or humanity.
Ho olosed by reponting the lnaguage of the
multitude after thoy had heard Christ speuk,
